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INTRODUCTION 


This genealogy includes the first seven generations of the Nicaise (or Necaise) family that 
have lived along the Mississippi Gulf Coast for the ten or so generations they have spent in the new 
world. [lis a document that began about thirty-five years ago, starting fram the memories of my 
oldest living relatives and undergoing periodic updates as older, written records became available. 
This current update includes information recently published vy the Misséssippt Coast Historical and 
Genealogical Society which expands on and clarifies the early family relationships. 

The dedicated genealogists whose years of research has resolved the mysteries of our past 
history deserve the credit for this work. | have not had the opportunity to do much research, even in 
my own family. | have simply compiled and rearranged their data into different formats which makes 
it easy to understand and convenient to use. Some of these formats show family relationships, while 
others identify family members by name or trace their complicated web of inter-marriages. Therefore, 
I present this material, not as anything new or original, but as a summary which simplifies the 
genealogy of this family. 

References are not made to original sources in this document, but the first five penerations 
are referenced by page to THE LADNER ODYSSEY, by Nat L. Cassibry, If. This volume docs contain 
these references plus the important rationale used in discriminating between conflicting sources. 

The descendants of daughters are not included.in this genealogy because they usually take ine 
family name of their husband and this document is limited to the Nicaise (Necaise) family name. 
These descendants can be traced through their fathers in publications on other Gulf Coast families. 

The mate lines now appear to be well established and the vast majarity of the members 
appear tq be in place. However, there are a few unknown names and perhaps a few errors. If anyone 
has any additions or corrections, please let me know and I will include them ina future update. 


EXPLANATION 


The key element in the organization of this genealogy is the use of a unique code which 
identifica cach individual and catablishes relationship to all other fanily members. Tac code which ! 
have chosen for this family is called "GENCODE? and begins with Jean Baptist, as the first of the line 
in this genealogy. Each succeeding generation adds one digit, or character to the code, therefore the 
number of digits indicate the number of generations in this country (Le. Filicien, shown below, is of 
the 5th generation}, The code characters are numbers for the first nine children in a family and then 
letters for ten and above (102A, 11=B, etc.), following hexadecimal convention. Fos example: 


1 Jean Baptist, Ist generation 

15 Joseph, 5th child of Jean Baptist 
i5t Jean Baptist, Ist child of Joseph 
15iC | - Edward, 14th child of Jean Baptist 
151C3 Filicien, 3rd child of Edward 


GENCODE also shows degrees of kinship by indicating the number of generations back to a 
common ancestor, For instance, Evariste 1513 would be Filicien’s uncle and Anatole 15116 would be 
Filicien’s 1s¢ cousin. Their common ancestor, Jean Baptist 151, would be Filicien’s grandfather. 

Spouse code, SPCODE, is the identifier for individuals which have married into the Nicaise 
family. When there are marriages by family members, SPCODE is the same 33 GENCODE and can 
be usea to idendly ue inter-family relavionship of ue spouse, Codes [nat are enciosed in parentheses 
are {rom The Ladner Odyssey.

Jacque, the father of Jean Baptist 1, is the only individual not assigned a unique GENCODE 
because he is considered to be an old world resident. He will be assigned to a separate penealogy 
should one ever be established.

The MAJOR LINES {v) chart is a summary of the major family lines through the 6th 
generation with total male descendants shown for ihe 7h generation. This chart shows at a glance 
the fate of each family line. some that have prospered and others that have dicd yur, Note tnat ine 
Marcial 14 family has existed for five generations through a-single son, but they exit stil! and now have 
four sons in the 7th generation. The Joseph 15 line, through Charies-155 has died out completely, but 
ihe descendants through Jean B. 151 have been the major success story in terms of descendants with 
about 67 sons in the 7th generation. This chart also serves as an outline with page numbers 
referenced to the more detailed descendants chart. 

The DESCENDANTS CHART (pape 1 through 20) is a ree structured chart of all the family 
members, their spouses, and Important dates or place of origin. The page number references show 
continuations within the chart, except for LO:p#'s which refer to page numbers within The Ladner 
Odyssey. This chart is a description of all the family relationships through at least the first seven 
generations. 

The computer sort BY GENERATION (Appendix A) contains most of the same information 
as the descendants chart, but in a table which allows for a elie by side comparison of cveryune ft 4 
particular generation. The gencration is identified by the number of digits in the GENCODE. 

The computer sort BY GIVEN NAME (Appendix B) allows any unknown name of a Nicaise 
family member to be identified with a GENCODE, and then to a generation and family relationship. 
These given names include alternate spelling and other names that the individuals are known by, 
whenever available. The "dit" names are always enclosed in quotes and are sorted to the top of the 
given name list. 

The computer sort BY SPOUSE NAME (Appendix C) identifies individuals from other 
familics which have inter-married with the Nicaise family during the first seven generations. Multiple 
spouses and alternate spouse names are included when known, 
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LUSTORICAL BACKGROUND 


In February, 1699 four French ships sailed through the Guif of Mexico and landed at Ship 
Island. They were under the command of Pierre LeMoyne d’Iberville and contained some two hundred 
colonists to establish France's claim to this part of the new world. This expedition was carried out 
during the declining years of Louis XIV, the Sun King, who had established the most magnificent royal 
cyutt thal the world had ever scen. Unfortunately, the average citizens lived with hardship, sacrifice 
and the seeds of discontent which led them to seck a better life even in this distant and uncivilized land. 
European wars had exhausted the siate and impoverished the people, but France was still a powerful 
nation, and was determined to establish a colony that would control the Mississippi valley and prevent 
ihe expansion of thelr English and Spanish rivals. 

Iberville left his younger brother, Bienville, with the colonist at Fort Maurepas, asmall 
acilicmient ncar what is now Occan Springs, before returning to France, This was a very fragile 
beginning because France was preoccupied with the affairs in Europe and negligent of their young 
calony. There were never enouph supplies and the colonist died of starvation, disease and hurricanes 
that destroyed their boats and primitive buildings. Fortunately the local Indians were friendly and in 
times of extreme hardship would provide the food necessary to keep them alive, 

Bienvillc eventually took charge of the colony and established other settlements from Natchez 
wv Mubiic. Many ships came to the coast over the next.couple of decades, bringing loads of young 
women and people from the jails and streets of Paris. Other people were misled into buying 
concessions by rumors of great riches to be found in the new world. It was In this atmosphere of 
confusion, betrayal and extreme hardship that most of cur ancestors settled on the Gulf Coast. 
Whatever thin veneer of culture and education they may have possessed was soon lost in the struggle 
for survival. 


On August 10, 1720. a French ship, L'Plephant (The Elephant) left France under the command 
of M. LeBlanc for a voyage to the Gulf Coast.” The ship's passenger list Included the following 
individuals as civilian warkers: 


Jean Nicaise "Le Cat’, his wife Marie Angelique Fievet and two children. 
Jaques "Le Cat", his wifo Maric Barbe Boutantin and three children, 


"Le Cat” may be a nickname or a mis-pronunciation of the family name. The family 
relationship of these people and their contribution to the surviving line is not known, However, it 
appears likely that one of the five children was Jean Baptist 1, that left many descendants along the 
Gulf Coast. 

Jean Bapusi 1 vocame 3 soldier in the French army, stationed in the Louisiana Territory and 
was discharged on May t, 1750,“ He married Marie Catherine Miou of Mobile on May 11, 1745 when 
she had Just turned fourteen years old. Her parents were Andre Miou and Marie Girard of Mobile. 
Her youth and the hardships of the new land were probably overwhelming, because within three years, 
she had lost two babies at birth. However, the young family survived and had other children that would 
populate the coast. 

Jean was ualicd “Va de bua cocuc” (good hearted or light hearted), the fast of the French boat 
captains.” He and Marie moved ta a aan called "Belle Fontaine" that was located six leagues (18 
miles) below Mobile on Fowles River.’ This would be ia the vicinity of present day Belfinprath 
Gardens. The property was sald in 1784 after Jean's death, by his surviving sons, Joseph and Martial, 
and his sons-in-law, Phillipe Saucier and Barthelemy Grelat. 

The four families apparently left Mobile and moved Into the area near the Bay of Saint Lauis 
white they were in their fave twenties. They wore among the caslicst Curgpean settlers in this ares. 

Part of this family then moved on to Bonfuca, LA on the north share of Lake Pontchartrain, between 
Slidell and Lacombe. They eventually drifted back to Bay St. Louis and the North side of Jordan River 
near Kiln, where many of them still live to the present day. 

Martial's only surviving son, Charles 149, (sometimes referred to as "Junior" to distinguish him 
from the older Charles, son of Joseph) was married three times but has only a few living descendants. 
Their line was carned through a single {ine of sons to the present gencration,

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Joseph’s oldest son, John Baptist 151 married Genevieve Ladner of Bay St Louis in 1810, and 
their descendants formed the major branch of the family. John and Genevieve may have lived in Bay St. 
Louis fora while. They finally settled a section of land on Jordan River around 1812. They officially 
received title from the American government in 1820. (The Americans had acquire this land from 
Spain in 1810.) This land, known as the J.B, Nicaise estate, included most of Kiln and is indicate on 
some old land maps, Although John died around 1849, the distribution of the fand was not made until 
1viZ. (his deed is tied under Case #1663 of the Chancery‘Court in the Hancock County Courthouse. 
This document identifies most of the present day Nicaise family fines. 

Charles (55, the younger son of Joseph married Euphrosine Lardasse and his surviving son, 
Jotin Baptist married Marianas Favre, a half-breed Choctaw Indian. Their descendants lived in Bay SL. 
Louis but had no surviving sons after the sixth generation. 


Political conditions along the coast must have been turbulent for many of the years that our 
ancestors lived there. France, Spain, England, the USA and the Confederacy have al claimed it at 
times. No great Civil war battles occurred there but Charles "Misma* 1494, Edmond” 1552, Joseph 
1S1 and probably others served in the army of the Confederacy. 

There is a question about whether "Nicaise" or "Necaise" is the correct spelling of the family 
name. The original French spelling was “Nicaise” and it is still spelied this way in France. The French 
pronunciation of this word is "Ne-caz". The name was also spelled "Nicaise” on the early records in this 
country. During Spanish and British rule there was no consistent spelling because the people were 
illiterate and the local authorities chose a phonetic spelling based on their own language. The major 
change to an anglicized spelling didn't occur until relatively recent times, but most familics are now 
using "Necaise". : 

Rejatively little is known about the other Nicaise families of the world, or how-the name. ; 
originated. There are still some families in the middle European countries and thére is even a Saint i 
Nicaise Cathedral in Rouen, France. A few Nicaises have settled in this country thal are not part of this i 
Gulf Coast family. However, they currently number less than a hundred individuals and are pretty 
much scattered throughout (he United States. 

The Nicaise family has now been in America for about ten generations. They have lived on the 
bayous and out in the flat, piney wood countryside long before there were towns along the Guif Coast. 
Around New Orleans they may have been called "Creoles" because they were some of the original 
European setilers. The children of Jean Baptist 1 were almost grown before. the well known migration 
of the Arcadians was made ta Louisiana, He probabiy had grandchildren when the Declaration of 

: Independence was written. He certainly had great-grandchildren that served in the Civil War. F 
| : A few families have moved away, but most still remain near their ancestral home sites in : 
' Hancock and Harrison Counties where the Nicaises and their close relatives make up a large 
percentage of the population. The French language has died out-with the current generation, but the 
French customs and the "Va de bon cocur" spirit still survives as part of the Gulf Coast culture.

On August 10, 1720 a French ship, L‘/Elephant (The Elephant) left France fora 
voyage girectly to America’. The captain of this vessel was M. LeBlanc and 
it probably landed in Mobile. .This ship carried passengers and supplies for 
the small colony of Frenchmen that had been established on the Gulf Coast 
following Iberville'a visit in 1699, The ship's passenger list included the 
following individuals awe civilian workers: Bs 


Jean Nicaise "The Cat", hia wife Marie Angelique Fievet and two children. 


Jacques ''The Cat", his wife Marie Barbe Boutantin and three children. 


This is the only known record of men entering this country with the name of 
Nicaise. The relationship of these men and their eventual fate is unknown. How- 
ever, it is reasonable to assume that Jean Nicaise ''The Cat" or one of the five 
children was Jean Baptist (I. ). 


Jean Baptist (i.) was almost certainly the direct ancestor of every Nicaise now 
living on the Gulf Coast. He became a soldier in the French Army stationgd in 

the: Louisiana Territory and served until he was discharged on May 1, 1750". He 
married Marie Cathetine Miou of Mobile on May ll, 1745. Marie was the daughter 
of Andre Miou, patron for the king. After the death of Andre in 1758, Jean became 
the new patron’, He was called "Va de bon voeuét" (good hearted or light hearted), 
the last of the French boat captains. Jean owned a plantation called "Bellefontaine" 
six leagues below Mobile on lowles River, This property was sold, probably 
after Jean's death, by hia sons, Joseph and Martial in 1784. - 


Joscph and Martial left Mobile and moved into the areca near the Bay of Saint 
Louis while they were in their late twenties. They were among the very earliest 
white settlers inthis areca. Martial married J.ouisa Christian J.adner and his 
descendants settled in and around Bay St. Louis, This family lived in Bay St. 
Louis for several generations and gave their naine to Necaise Avenue. However, 
the only known surviviny male descendants of Martial are believed to have died 
out cormpletely in recent times. / ; i : 


Joseph and his family apprently moved to Bonfuca, LA on the north shore of 

Lake Pontchartrain between Slidell and Lacombe. It is not clear how many years 
they lived there or if they all ever returned. There ig currently no one by the 
name of Nicaise living in that area, However, Joseph's oldest son John Baptist 
(1.5.1) is known to have returned and marricd Genevieve Jadner of Bay St. 

Louis in 1810, John and Genevieve had thirteen children and most of their 
children continued to have large families. Every Nicaise on the Gulf Coast is 

a direct descendant of John and Genevieve except the Charles Nicaigse line,

Tohn and Genevieve may have lived in Bay St. Louis for a while. According to 
egend they sold some property on the Bay of St. Louis, known as the "Old 
Oirate House’! to the famous pirate, Jean Laffite. It is claimed that he lived 
out the remainder of his life there in secret, after getting in trouble again 
ollowing his pardon during the War of 1812. In any case, John and Genevieve 
iettied a large section of land on Jordan River around 1812, They officially 
-eceived title from the American government in 1820. (The Americans had 


\cquired this territory {rom Spain in 1810.). This land, known as the J, B. Nicaise - a 


‘state, inchided most of Kiln and is still indicated on some land maps. Although 


‘ohn died around 1840, the distribution of the land was not made until 1912. This 


leed is filed under Case #1663 of the Chancery Court in the Hancock County 
Sourthouse, This document ties together most of the present day Nicaise family

“he Charles Nicaise line is still somewhat of 4 mystery, Joseph and Martial 
‘ach had a son named Charles, However, there is no known record which ties 
‘ither of these to the Charles Nicalses named in the census records, or to 
tharles (Misma) that Hved west of Kiln. Misma served in the Civil War and is 
‘emembered by some of the older people still living around Kiln. It is said that 
i¢ was an awesome figure with cold blue cyes. He gencrally rode a large black 
iorse, According to legend, he once got into a gun battle with some jayhawkers 
iar his house, One of the gang wae shot off his horse and the others ran away. 
Aisma is claimed to have captured the wounded bandit and hanged him froma 


ree just outside his yard. The truth of this story will probably never be known 


ut many of the local residents still avoid his old place after dark. 


“he Civil War undoubtedly had a great effect on all the families along the Gulf 
toast. The census records scem to indicate many households which had split 

p with people living in the houscholds of their near relatives after the war. 

“he only men, other than,Misma, that have been identified as scrving in the 
vivil War were Edrinond, 5 grandson of Martial; and Joseph (1.5.1.1) son of John 
nd Genevieve. John and Genevieve probably also had other sons which served 
nthe war for which no record has been found. 


“here is something of a controversy about whether 'Nicaise'! or ''Necaise" is 
he correct spelling. The original French spelling was "Nicaise" and it still 
8 spelled this way in France, (The French pronunciation of this word is 
Ne-caz"), The name was also spelled 'Nicaise" on the early records in this 
ountry. During Spanish and British rule there was no consistent spelling 
iecause the people were illiterate and the local authorities chose a phonetic 
pelling based on their own language. The major change to an anglicized ™ 
pelling of "Necaise" didn't occur until relatively recent times. Bie

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The Nicaise family has now becn in America for ten generations, The children 

of Jean Baptist (1.) were almost grown before the Arcadians moved into Louisiana. 

"He probably had grandchildren when the Declaration of Independence was 

written, He certainly had great-grandchildren that served inthe Civil War. 

Many of the current generation have given up the timbering and cattle farming 

of their forefathers, however, most still rernain near their ancestral home- 

site In Hancock and Harrison Counties, The Nicaises and their close relatives ‘ 

continue to form a large percentage of the population in this area, The French t 

language is dying out with the current generation, but the French customs and i. 

the ''Va de bon coour" apirit are still evident and may always be a part ofthe — \.
